The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not show or suggest the present method for supplying food dough set forth in claims 
29 and 30, wherein the sheet of the food dough is supplied to first and second weighing 
conveyors serially located along a feeding direction or a plurality of first weighing conveyors 
arranged in parallel for measuring the weight of a part of the sheet, and the part of the sheet is cut 
when the sum of the measurements of the first and second weighing conveyors or the 
measurement of the second weighing conveyor corresponds to a preset value or the sum of the 
measurements of the second weighing conveyors corresponds to the preset value. 
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
